» WORN-OUT LOCOMOTIVES. 


A Chicago Reporter Describes a Visit to 
the Golgotha of the Track. 

Few people have any idea of what be- 
comes of the railroad locomotive after it 
bas passed its years of usefulness. Where 
are they buried is often asked, and none 
but the railroad man can answer. The 
great*locomotive works of the country are 
busy day and night trying to supply the 
demands made upon them, and yet they 
are not equal to the task, so rapidly are 
railreads being constructed in every State 
in the Union. The time consumed in build- 
ing one of these iron monsters has been 
reduced to a minimum, and some of the 
works are able to turn out an engine com- 
plete in every particular every twenty-four 
hours. They must pass away rapidly, and 
what becomes of them you ask. A re- 
porter of the Chicago Times made a tour 
through the scrap-iron yard of the Lilinois 
Central railroad, and all about, bleaching 
and falling away from the influences of the 
winds and storms of wint#, were the bones 
and carcasses of these mighty dead. This 
was the burying-ground forthe great lo- 
comotives. of the country, the huge en- 


gines that have served out their term of | 


life. 

They have a history, though, these dead 
and rusty masses of old iron. Take this 
old carcass of engine 192. There 1s nothing 
left now but the boiler, and that is falling 
apart with the action of rust—the mere 
skeleton of what was once a mighty force. 
The woodwork of the engineer’s cab has 
long ago been torn out, the huge driving- 
wheel and the rods and bars, the brass and 
steel trimmings, the bell and smoke-stack, 
the truck-wheels and the all that went to 
make the complete engine havesbeen taken 
away, even to the sheathing of the boiler it- 
self, and thus dismantied the remnant of 
old “192” is left to its fate. It used to be 
one of the best in use, and the grizzled en- 
gineers of the road cast fond glances over 
at the yard where it lies as they rush past 
on a newer and finer locomotive, recalling 
how that battered ruin was years ago the 
champion of the track and envied of all. 

dere is engine 179 with a portion of the 
cab still clinging to the boiler, but that is 
all that remains to show its former use. It 
is a recent arrival in the grave-yard of the 
engines, yet the sparrows find snug quar- 
ters in the nooks and crannies of the pipes, 
and have built their nests in the place 
where only a short time ago the roaring 
furnace-fire and hissing steam gave life 
and speed to the huge mass of metal. A 
half-dozen other ruins, in the process of 
greater or less decay, he about the place, 
and the ground is strewn with the odds and | 
ends of many more. It is the Golgotha of 
the track, a sepulcher where time spreads 
the pal! of oblivion over man’s handiwork 
and mukes it naught. 

The hfe of a locomotive depends very | 
much on the workmanship put into its con- 
struction and the class of work it performs. 
A first-class passenger engine should be 
good for twenty-five years, but few now 
turned out of the shops reach that age, be- 
cause the necessity for speed in ametaah 
ure and the demand for engines do not al- 
low the time and care to be spent that 
formerly went to make up the locomotive.

Asa matter of fact, the locomotives made | 


twenty years ago are still in service on 
manya railroad, where the engine pur- 
chased a dozen years ago is laid up or put 
into scrap. This is due solely to the sup- 
erior workmanship and the material used. 
Much depends, also, on the class of work 
required of an engine. The passenger loco- 
motive, which makes a run of two hundred 
miles per day, at an average speed of 
twenty-five or thirty miles an hour, does 
not sustain nearly sO mucn wear and tear 
to its boiler and machinery asthe engine’ 
that pulls a loaded freight train at the com- 
paratively slow rate of fifteen miles an 
hour. The strainis ten times as much on 
every part of. the freight engine as itis on 
the passenger engine, and this is what tells 
on the life of the machine The Illinois 
Central has an engine in service built for it 
in 1858, and some of the old carcasses in the 
grave-yard can look back over only half 
that number of years. They were larger 
and finer to see, and had lots of modern 
improvements, but the boiler was the vital 
point, and gave out before the little old 
58er felt the pangs of age. 

The company sold an engine the other 
day that had a better record even that this. 
Engine No. 23 was built in 1857, and was 
used continuously uptoa few weeks ago, 
when it went to the grave-yard—not to be 
buried, however. The company really had a 
sort of sentimental affection for the faith- 
ful old worker, and meant to keep it housed 
as a relic of the early days and have a little 
placard announcing some of the interesting 
events in its ca but a speculative junk- 
man happened along and saw how he could 
turn an honest penny with No. 23. He made 
an offer for it, which was accepted, and so 
one day the brave engine pulled out from 
the yard where she had sojourned for thir- 
ty-one years and went away down the fa- 
miliar road for the last time, and the old en- 
gineers and the helpers and the workmen 
all raised their hats and cheered her as she 
wentalong. Whatthe junkman did with her 
is not known, but it is more than likely No. 
23 is again hard at work at some coal or iron 
mine pulling away with creaking and weary 
joints at a heavy load. The engine is on the 
books of the English Railroad Commission 
as a remarkable instance of longevity in lo- 
comotives. Some years ago information 
was asked from American railroads as to 
the life of the American engine, the pur- 
pose being for comparison with English- 
made engines, and it is on record that little 
23 beat ’em all. 

In the early days of the road it was cus- 
tomary to name the locomotives instead of 
numbering them, and such names as “ John 
Rogers” and “Betsy” were the cogno- 
mens of famous engines. Recollections of 
“Betsy”? are still the basis of many a yarn 
among the er engineers. Betsy hauled 
the coach in which Abraham Lincoln first 
paid a visit to Chicago after his nomina- 
tion as President, and both “Jobn Rogers” 
and “‘ Betsy ” afterward did service for the

But few of gur people realize what 
has been accomplished at Donner Lake 
in a few short weeks in the way of 
water storage. In order to givé the 
readers of the GAZETTE a correct con- 
ception of the work, a reporter of this 
paper visited the scene of operations 
yesterday and found Mr. Mayberry 
as busy as a bee directing the work 
that will be of invaluable benefit to 
this people. He has constructed a 
canal four feet deep and sixteen feet 
wide in Donner Creek, from the lake 
to the present dam, a distance of sev- 
euty rods, which will enable the lake 
to be lowered four feet below the pres- 
ent low-water mark. 

The dam is a solid piece of work. 
Mr. Mayberry dug down to a depth of 
six feet below the bottom of the canal 
to a cement foundation, and filled it 
in with solid concrete work, which 
makes it impossible for the dam to 
spring a leak anywhere throngh the 
concrete foundation. He has put in 
gates ten feet wide by four feet deep, 
and continued the dam up to a bight 


of twelve feet above the surface by two 
hundred feet long and thirty feet wide 
on the bottom, built of heavy timber 
cribs filled with rocks and substantially 
planked on the upper side.

HIGH MECHANICAL ART. 


Some Wonderful Effects Nowadays Pro- 
duced in Lithography. 

“The growth of skill in the mechanical 
processes of art reproduction within the 
last few Pyears is something wonderful,” 
said a well-known artist toa New York 
Maitland Expres reporter. “ You remem- 
ber the time when chromo-lithographs be- 
came arage. The youngsters can not re- 
member it, for it was, I think, nearly thirty 
years ago. It was, of course, a great in. 
vention—the ting of successive impres- 
sions of different colors on the same sur- 
face—And the work was justly praised as a 
great achievement. It was, however, crude 
in the extreme, and, while the pictures that 
were produced did great good in educating 
ignorant people toa love of the beautiful, 
there were many of them abominations in 
the eyes of the educated. 

“Competition began at once, and artistic 
effect was held by many lithographers sec- 
ondary to chedpness. Moérally this was 
right enough, perhaps, but, artistically, it 
Millions of cheap pictures, 
badly printed and glaring and offensive in 
coloring, were thrown on the market at so 
small a cost that they soon came to be 
giveu away as advertisements instead of 
being sold. 

“Gradually, however, processes were re- 
fined and better work was introduced, un- 
til the name abbreviated to ‘chromo’ was no 
longer areproach. There were still many 
bad chromos, of course, but there were 
many good ones. Now many pictures are 
produced from the lithographic press that 
would not be out of place in any man’s 
house, no matter how rich or how well edu- 
cated in art he might be, 

“Itis-only within some twelve or thirte2% 
years, however, that efforts. have been 
made to reproduce water-color painting. A 
few were made for show atthe great Cen- 
tennial exhibition of 1876, but they did not 
take the public fancy, though they were 
really good pictures. Improvements have 
beén made since, until now, such work is 
done as fairly to justity the word I just 
used, which was ‘wonderful.’ ” 

The lithographer said he did not hesitate 
to undertake work on approval, and that it 
was quite true that the lithograph copies of 
water-colors were often taken for originals. 

“Some little time ago,’’ he said, “one of 
the largest advertisers in the country was 
persuaded to order a quantity of imitation 
water-colors for advertising cards. He hesi- 
tated about doing jt, saying that he did net 
believe the masses of the people cared fal 
such things. They preferred the shiny gloss 
of the ordinary lithograph, he believed. He 
gave the order, however, and as he does 
things on a large scale, he gavea large 
order for the first set of four sketches. Be- 
fore this was exhausted he ordered an even 
larger quantity, and this was again followed 
by an order larger than either of the pre- 
yious ones. Some of his employes noticed 
that one man came frequently for the pict 


ures, asking for three or four sets at once. | 


They were glad to give them to him, for 
the cards were only used as advertisements 
and, of course, they wanted as many 4: 
possible distributed. This stranger, how 
ever, came so often that their curiosity was 
aroused and they took some pains to find 
out who he was. They found that he was a 
picture frame maker on Fourth avenue, who 
was framing the cards in such a way as & 
hide the advertisement, and was doing a 
flourishing business selling them at three 
dollars aset. 

“The process of manufacturing these re- 
productions of water-color drawings does 
not differ materially from that employed in 
the making of the heavier colored chromo, 
excepting that very delicate work, as well 
as a careful study of faint color effects, is 
required on the part of the lutnograpner, 

** A separate stone is required for Aach 
color printed, and while some exqussite ef. 
fects have been produced in comparatively 
few printings, the faithful reproduction of 
more ambitious subjects often requires the 
use of fifteen, twenty or even more colors 
or tints. In cases where it is necessary to 
produce good results in a few printings in 
order to lessen the expense of production, 
the most skillful and experienced artists 
are required, and I have seen water-color 
drawings in which a dozen or more tones 
and colors could be readily detected, repro- 
duced by the skillful handling of five or six 
colors, merely by printing a more or less 
transparent or opaque color over another as 
the case might demand. 

**After the lithographer has carefully 
studied the original drawing before him, 
and laid out his plan, he makes a careful 
tracing of it on transparent gelatine on 
which he indicates every line or shade or 
gradation, and this tracing is carefully 
transferred to a previously prepared stoue, 
and serves as a ‘key’ to the entire work 
and for all the color stones. 

“The work on stone is drawn with a 
greasy black chemically prepared crayon, 
which, by the way, has to be sharpened 
backward or from the point up, as its very 
brittle nature will not allow of its being 
sharpened in the ordinary way. The 
greasy crayon penetrates the stone, which 
is then subjected toa solution of gum arabic 
and nitric acid, after which it. is carefully 
washed off with water. The black drawing, 
however, still show, but is now easily 
washed from the face of the stone with 
turpentine, leaving the surface to all ap- 
pearances as clean as when the stone first 
came into the artist’s hands. It is then 
dampened with water. The printer passes 
his roller, charged with color, over the sur- 
face, and this adheres only where the stone 
is dry, or in other words, where the grease 
of the crayon is,and this color is transferred 
from the stone to the paper. 

“The same process is employed for the 
application of each successive color, por- 
tions of the picture being drawn on several 
different stones to obtain what may be 
called the composite tints, while others are 


only drawn on a single gtone, when the 
color in the; picture is to be‘one@ef those di- .

DON’T BE FLUSTERED. 


Advice to Young Men Who Are Going to 
Work in a Strange Shop. 

The young man who has ‘‘ just got a job,” 
and is going to work at it for the first time, 
does not always téke'the pleasantest feel- 
ings with him, says the Boston Budg-t. The 
work is new. Itis, part of it, strange also. 
He has many things to look out for, and 
many strange surroundings to accustom 
himself to. 

A young man hardly ever goes toa hew 
job but what he finds work and methods 
different trom wnat he has peen accustomed. 
To get acquainted with the new shop is the 
firstthing, and the sooner it is done, the 
quicker will the stranger be able to grasp 
the situation and work understandingly. 

A young man is apt to be “flustered” 
when he goes to work on a new job. He is 
nervous. Every body is looking at him, and 
he knows it,too. Many a good workman gets 
“ rattled’’ during his first day on a strange 
job, and he is none the worse for it either. 

In going ata new job, brush up all the 
“cheek” nature bas adorned you with- 
Hold your head up, and let the brain get in 
its work. That row of staring workmen 
seems about a mile long, and they are all 
watching you. Keep cool and take in the 
situation. Your eyes are as good as theirs, 
you know as much as they do, and about 
some things more too. Bear this in mind, 
and keep up your courage. 

If you are put at a lathe which is different 
from any you ever handled before, take a 
piece of waste,a wrench, and go through 
that lathe until you know just how it works. 
Do the same thing with a steam engine, or 
any other machine, only “don’t tinker.”’ 
There is no need of destroying a machine to 
see “ how it works.” If you have not brains 
enough to investigate a machine without 
“tinkering” it, your have mistaken your 
calling, and had better buy a shovel and 
use it. 

Keep your mind on your work, no matter 
who is looking at you, or what comments 
are made. You are there to learn that 
business (what you don’t know of it) and to 
work atit. You are not there to get mixed 
up and spoil something, or cut your fingers 
off. A man can adapt himself to almostany 
circumstances if he only keeps his mind 
well balanced in the job in hand. 


A WATER TELESCOPE. 


How to Make an Instrument with Which 
You Can See Under Water. 

No doubt a good many of our boys and 
girls are ignorant of the fact that they can, 
with very little trouble and at almost no ex- 
pense, construct an instrument with which 
they can plainly see what is going on under 
the water over which they sail their boats. 
The very idea of such a thing is attractive, 
and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch tells how it 
can be done. 

The water telescope may be made of wood 
or of tin, whichever you prefer, and we will 
describe both. The tin is better, because it 
is lighter and more easily handled. Its 
manufacture is very simple. Get a tin- 
smith to make for you a funnel-shaped tin 
horn about three feet long. It should be 
eight or ten inches in diameter at the bot- 
tom and broad enough at the top for both 
eyes to look into. Into the botton put a 
piece of glass cut to fit and make it perfectly 
water-tight. Leave thetopopen. The in- 
side should be painted black to prevent the 


reflection of the light upon the surface of 


the tin. Around the outside of the bottom 
solder on several sinkers to offset the buoy- 


; 


ancy of the air in the water-tight horn and | 


make it easierto submerge. If it is not 
convenient to get a round piece of glass, 
have the large end made square and use 
square glass. That's allthere is of it, and 
when you sink the ‘instrument down into 
the water and put your eyes to the small 
end youwil be perfectly astonished at 
the plainness with which you see all kinds 
of fish and water animals swimming around 
in a state of nature. 

A woodenavater telescope is made of a 


long, square, wooden box, say ten inches |

square at the large end and four or five 
inches square atthe other. Make all the 
seams water tight by means of putty and 
paint. Puta piece of, glass in the large 
end and leave the small end open to look 
into, as you do with the tin instrument. 

A great many of you go on boating and 
picnic parties, and you can imagine how 
much such a contrivance would add to 
your amusement and pleasure, to say 
nothing of the in$truction derived from 
studying the inhabitants of the water at 
home. 

Using the principle of the water tele- 
scope, a well known naturalist had a boat 
made with a glassin the bottom, through 
which he could see every movement of the 
thousands of fish as they swam along through 
the clear water. Fishermen in Norway use 
the water telescope at their work with the 
best results, sometimes discovering @ new 
kind of fish that mieht otherwise have ¢es- 
caped the notice of man.
